An Act To Clarify the Application of Certain
Statutory Requirements to Foreclosures

Emer gency preamble. Wher eas, acts and resolves of the Legislature do not become effective
until 90 days after adjournment unless enacted as emergencies,; and

Whereas, provisionsin Public Law 2009, chapter 402 relating to the notices of a mortgagor's
right to cure default were intended to apply to all residential mortgage loans; and

Whereas, an exception to the notice provision applicable to certain mortgage loans was not
repealed in Public Law 2009, chapter 402; and

Wher eas, thislegislation repealsthe exception so that the requirements for noticesto cure default
apply to al residential mortgages, and

Wher eas, inthejudgment of the Legislature, these facts create an emergency within the meaning
of the Constitution of Maine and require the following legislation as immediately necessary for the
preservation of the public peace, health and safety; now, therefore,

Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine asfollows:
PART A

Sec. A-1. 9-A MRSA 85-111, sub-86 isenacted to read:

6. Notwithstanding the other provisions of this section, anoticeto cure default for aconsumer credit
transaction secured by a mortgage subject to Title 14, section 6111 must satisfy the requirements of Title
14, section 6111 and not the requirements of this section.

Sec. A-2. 14 MRSA 86111, sub-85, as enacted by PL 1997, c. 579, 84, is repeaed.

Sec. A-3. Application. This Part applies to any mortgage required to comply with the Maine
Revised Statutes, Title 14, section 6111 for which a notice to cure default pursuant to Title 14, section
6111 has not been issued by a mortgagee before the effective date of this Part.

Sec. B-1. 14 MRSA 82401, sub-83, G, as enacted by PL 2009, c. 402, 89, is amended to
read:

Sec. B-3. 14 MRSA 86203-A, as amended by PL 2009, c. 402, 8§16, is repealed and the
following enacted in its place:

8 6203-A. Power of sale; procedure; notice; form

1. Power of sale. Any holder of a mortgage on real estate that is granted by a corporation,
partnership, including alimited partnership, limited liability company or trustee of atrust and that contains
apower of sale, or a person authorized by the power of sale, or an attorney duly authorized by awriting
under seal, or a person acting in the name of the holder of such mortgage or any such authorized person,
may, upon breach of condition and without action, do all the acts authorized or required by the power;
except that a sale under the power is not effectual to foreclose a mortgage unless, previous to the sale,
notice has been published once in each of 3 successive weeks, the first publication to be not less than
21 days before the day of the sale in a newspaper of general circulation in the town where the land lies
and which notice must prominently state the street address of thereal estate encumbered by the mortgage
deed, if any, and the book and page number of the mortgage, if any. This provision isimplied in every
power of sale mortgage in which it is not expressly set forth. For mortgage deeds executed on or after
October 1, 1993, the power of sale may be used only if the mortgage deed statesthat it is given primarily
for a business, commercia or agricultural purpose. A copy of the notice must, at least 21 days before
the date of the sale under the power in the mortgage, be recorded in each registry of deeds in which the
mortgage deed isor by law ought to be recorded and must be served on the mortgagor or itsrepresentative
ininterest, or may be sent by registered mail addressed to the mortgagor or the mortgagor's representative
at the mortgagor's last known address, or to the person and to the address as may be agreed upon in the
mortgage, at least 21 days before the date of the sale under the power in the mortgage. Any power of sale
incorporated into a mortgage is not affected by the subsequent transfer of the mortgaged premises from
the corporation, partnership, including a limited partnership, limited liability company or trustee of the
trust to any other type of organization or to an individua or individuals. The power of sale may not be
used to foreclose a mortgage deed granted by atrustee of atrust if at the time the mortgage deed is given
the real estate is used exclusively for residential purposes, the real estate has 4 or fewer residential units
and one of the unitsis the principal residence of the owner of at least 1/2 of the beneficial interest in the
trust. If the mortgage deed contains a statement that at the time the mortgage deed is given the real estate
encumbered by the mortgage deed is not used exclusively for residential purposes, that thereal estate has
more than 4 residentia units or that none of the residential unitsis the principal residence of the owner
of at least 1/2 of the beneficial interest in the trust, the statement conclusively establishes these facts
and the mortgage deed may be foreclosed by the power of sale. The method of foreclosure of real estate
mortgages provided by this section is specifically subject to the order of priorities set out in section 6205.

2. Noticetotenants; effect on title. Inaddition to the notices provided pursuant to subsection
1, the mortgagee shall provide a copy of the notice to a residentia tenant if the mortgagee knows or
should know by exercise of due diligence that the property is occupied as a rental unit. Upon request
from a mortgagee, the mortgagor or its representative in interest shall provide the name, address and
other contact information for any residential tenant. Notice to a residential tenant may be served on the
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residential tenant by sheriff or may be sent by first class mail and registered mail at the residential tenant's
last known address. A residentia tenant may not be evicted unless a mortgagee institutes an action for
forcible entry and detainer pursuant to section 6001 at least 21 days after a mortgagee has served the
notice required by this subsection. This subsection may not be construed to prohibit an action for forcible
entry and detai ner in accordance with section 6001 for areason that isnot related to aforeclosuresale. The
fallureto providethe notice required by this subsection does not affect the validity of theforeclosure sale.

3. Form of foreclosure notice. The following form of foreclosure notice may be used and
may be altered as circumstances reguire; but nothing herein may be construed to prevent the use of other
forms.

4. Notice of sale. A notice of sale in subsection 3, published in accordance with this chapter
or in accordance with the power in the mortgage together with such other or further notice, if any, asis
required by the mortgage, is sufficient notice of the sale, and the premises are considered to have been
sold, and the deed thereunder must convey the premises subject to and with the benefit of all restrictions,
easements, improvements, outstanding tax titles, municipal or other public taxes, assessments, liens or
clamsin the nature of liens and existing encumbrances of record created prior to the mortgage, whether
or not reference to such restrictions, easements, improvements, liens or encumbrances is made in the
deed; but no purchaser at the sale is bound to complete the purchase if there are encumbrances, other
than those named in the mortgage and included in the notice of the sale, that are not stated at the sale and
included in the seller's contract with the purchase.
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5. Public sale. At apublic sale pursuant to this section, amortgagee may bid and may purchase
any real estate sold at such sale, aslong asthe mortgagee isthe highest bidder. If therea estateis sold for
an amount in excess of the outstanding balance of the mortgage together with all interest and costs, said
excess must be used to satisfy any other encumbrances on said property and after al said encumbrances
are satisfied together with all interest and costs, any excess then remaining must be paid to the mortgagor.
If the mortgagor or any person holding an encumbrance cannot be found after adiligent search, the money
must be paid into the Superior Court in the county where the land lies for the benefit of the mortgagor
or the holder of any such encumbrance.

Sec. B-4. 14 MRSA 86203-B, as enacted by PL 1967, c. 424, 82, is amended to read:

8 6203-B.Copy of notice; affidavit; recording; evidence

The person selling shall, within 30 days after the sale, cause a copy of the notice as published and
histhe person's affidavit, fully and particularly stating histhe person's acts, or the acts of histhe person's
principal or ward, to be recorded in the registry of deedsfor the county wherethe land lies. If the affidavit
shows that the requirements of the power of sale and thischaptersection 6203A, subsection 1 havein all
respects been complied with, the affidavit or a certified copy of the record thereof shaltmust be admitted
as evidence that the power of sale was duly executed. In case of an error or omission in the affidavit
recorded as aforesaid, the Superior Court, on petition and after such notice as it may order may, if it
deemsdetermines proper, authorize the recording of an affidavit amending, correcting or in substitution
for an affidavit so recorded, and the affidavit so authorized to be recorded or acertified copy of the record
thereof shallmust have the same effect and shallmust be admitted in evidence, asif it had been recorded
within said 30 days, but such subsequent affidavit shaltdoes not prejudicially affect any title or interest
in land whichthat may have arisen or have been created between the recording of the original and of the
subsequent affidavit.

Sec. B-5. 14 MRSA 86321, 3rd ], as amended by PL 2009, c. 402, 817, is further amended
to read:

Theforeclosure must be commenced in accordance with the Maine Rules of Civil Procedure, and the
mortgagee shall within 1060 days of commencing the foreclosure also record acopy of the complaint or a
clerk's certificate of the filing of the complaint in each registry of deedsin which the mortgage deed isor
by law ought to be recorded and such arecording thereafter constitutes record notice of commencement
of foreclosure. The mortgagee shall further certify and provide evidence that al steps mandated by law
to provide notice to the mortgagor pursuant to section 6111 were strictly performed. The mortgagee shall
certify proof of ownership of the mortgage note and produce evidence of the mortgage note, mortgage
and all assignments and endorsements of the mortgage note and mortgage. The complaint must allege
with specificity the plaintiff's claim by mortgage on such real estate, describe the mortgaged premises
intelligibly, including the street address of the mortgaged premises, if any, which must be prominently
stated on the first page of the complaint, state the book and page number of the mortgage, if any, state
the existence of public utility easements, if any, that were recorded subsequent to the mortgage and prior
to the commencement of the foreclosure proceeding and without mortgagee consent, state the amount
due on the mortgage, state the condition broken and by reason of such breach demand a foreclosure
and sale. If aclerk's certificate of the filing of the complaint is presented for recording pursuant to this
section, the clerk’s certificate must bear the title "Clerk's Certificate of Foreclosure” and prominently
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state, immediately after the title, the street address of the mortgaged premises, if any, and the book and
page number of the mortgage, if any. Service of process on all parties in interest and all proceedings
must bein accordance with the Maine Rules of Civil Procedure. "Partiesin interest” includes mortgagors,
holders of fee interest, mortgagees, lessees pursuant to recorded leases or memoranda thereof, lienors
and attaching creditors all as reflected by the indicesin the registry of deeds and the documents referred
to therein affecting the mortgaged premises, through the time of the recording of the complaint or the
clerk's certificate. Failure to join any party in interest does not invalidate the action nor any subsequent
proceedings as to those joined. Failure of the mortgagee to join, as a party in interest, the holder of any
public utility easement recorded subsequent to the mortgage and prior to commencement of foreclosure
proceedings is deemed consent by the mortgagee to that easement. Any other party having aclaim to the
real estate whose claimisnot recorded in theregistry of deedsas of thetime of recording of the copy of the
complaint or the clerk’s certificate need not be joined in the forecl osure action, and any such party hasno
claim against thereal estate after completion of the foreclosure sale, except that any such party may move
tointervenein the action for the purpose of being added asaparty in interest at any time prior to the entry
of judgment. Within 310 days of recording-a-copy-of-the complaint-or-aclerk'scertificate of the filing-in
the registry-of-deedssubmitting the complaint for filing with the court, the mortgagee shall provide a copy
of the complaint or of the clerk's certificate as submitted to the court that prominently states, immediately
after thetitle, the street address of the mortgaged premises, if any, and the book and page number of the
mortgage, if any, to the municipal tax assessor of the municipality in which the property islocated and,
if the mortgaged premises is manufactured housing as defined in Title 10, section 9002, subsection 7, to
the owner of any land leased by the mortgagor. The failure to provide the notice required by this section
does not affect the validity of the foreclosure sale.

Sec. B-6. 14 MRSA 86321-A, sub-811, /A, asenacted by PL 2009, c. 402, §18, is amended
to read:

A. The mortgagee, who has the authority to agree to a proposed settlement, loan modification or
dismissal of the teanaction, except that the mortgagee may participate by telephone or electronic
means as long as that mortgagee is represented with authority to agree to a proposed settlement;

Sec. B-7. 14 MRSA 86321-A, sub-813, as enacted by PL 2009, c. 402, §18, is amended to
read:

13. Report. A mediator must complete a report for each mediation conducted under this section.
The mediator's report must indicate in a manner as determined by the court that the parties completed in
full the Net Present VValue Worksheet in the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation Loan Modification
Program Guide. If the report-ismediation did not the result of-ain the settlement or dismissal of the
caseaction, the report must include the outcomes of the Net Present Value Worksheet. As part of the
report, the mediator may notify the court if, in the mediator's opinion, either party failed to negotiate in
good faith.

Sec. B-8. 14 MRSA 86322-A, asenacted by PL 2009, c. 402, §19, is amended to read:

8 6322-A.Notice to tenants of foreclosure judgment
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The mortgagee shall, after entry of final judgment in favor of the mortgagee, provide a copy of
the foreclosure judgment to any residential tenant of the premises. Upon request from a mortgagee, the
mortgagor shall provide the name, address and other contact information for any residential tenant. A
residential tenant who receives written notice under this section is not required to file any responsive
pleadings and must receive written notice of all subsequent proceedingsincluding all matters through and
including sale of the property. The mortgagee shall provide written notice to the residential tenant if the
mortgagee knowsor should know by exercise of duediligencethat the property isoccupied asaresidential
rental unit. Notice may be provided to a residential tenant by first class mail and registered mail at the
reﬂ dential tenant slast known address onIy after the mortgagee has made 2 good faith efforts to prowde

action for forcible entry and detainer pursuant to section 6001 after providing the notice required by this
section and after the expiration of the redemption period. This section may not be construed to prohibit
an action for forcible entry and detainer in accordance with section 6001 for a reason that is not related
to ajudicia foreclosure action. The failure to provide the notice required by this section does not affect
the validity of the foreclosure sale.

Sec. B-9. Retroactivity. This Part applies retroactively to June 15, 2009.

Emergency clause. Inview of the emergency cited in the preamble, thislegislation takes effect
when approved.
